National Guard news, highlights and legislative updates

Election analysis

The results of the recent election will likely not
have aseriousimpact on the defense authorizing or
appropriating committees. None of the members of
the Senate Armed Services Committee haveleft the
Senate, and only two members of the Senate
AppropriationsCommitteewon’ t bereturning. Both
Sen. Ben Nighthorse Campbell and Sen. Fritz
Hollingsdidnot seek re-el ection.

On the House side, five members of the Armed
Services Committeewill not bereturning. They are
Ed Schrock (VA), Jim Turner (TX), Ciro Rodriguez
(TX), Baron Hill (IN) and Charles Stenholm (TX).
On the House A ppropriations Committee, George
Nethercutt (WA) and David Vitter (LA) are not
returning.

The rosters of all the committees will undergo
some change as committee assignments are made
forincoming Senatorsand representatives.

The demographics of the 109th Congress do not
significantly differ fromthe 108th, other than the ad-
dition of fivewomenintheHouse of Representatives
and Senator-€el ect Barak Obamaasthe only African
American member of the Senate. Only 31% of sena-
torsand 25% of representativesin the new Congress
havemilitary serviceintheir resumes.

Senate L eader ship

Sen. Harry Reid of Nevada has been named the
Minority Leader of the 109th Congress, succeeding
Sen. Tom Daschle of South Dakota. Sen. Richard J.
Durbin, D-11I., will likely succeed Sen. Reid asthe
Minority Whip. He had been competing for the
position with Sen. Bryan Dorgan of North Dakota.
However, Sen. Dorgan has announced that he will
remain in his current position as chairman of the
Democratic Policy Committee. Formal electionsfor
the leadership positions will take place when the
Senatereconvenes.

Resolutions Passed at Annual Conference

Delegatesconsidered 148 resol utionsand passed
104 - including ajoint resolution to make Tricare
coveragefor Guard and Reserve membersand their
families permanent - at the NGAUS General
Conference.

Oneresolution would allow active-duty Title 32
Guardsmento receiveretired medical benefitsequal
tothoseof Title10activeduty soldiersandairmen.

Delegates also passed a resolution urging the
Department of Veterans Affairs (VA) and House
Veterans Affairs Committee (HVAC) to work
together to benefit veterans. NGAUS has received
numerous thank you messages from Congress for
passingthisresolution.

Senate staff members participated in the process.

Retiree/Veterans Focus

The NGAUS I egidlative staff discussed withthe
HVAC the easing of bureaucratic hurdles facing
veterans when they’re released from the Defense
Department and comeunder the VA'spurview.

Suggested remedies included the issuance of
electronic DD Form 214s, electronic transfer of
medical records between the Defense Department
and VA and increased accessibility to a veteran's
servicehistory and environmental exposurebetween
thetwo agencies.

AppropriationsUpdate

The national debt ceiling isamajor concern for
Congress. Someexpertsexpect Republicanleaders
toaddlanguagetotheomnibusspending bill toallow
anincreaseinthenational debt. Addingthislanguage
could diminish support for thebill, especially among
fiscal conservativeswho want to hold the FY 2005
Appropriationsat $821.9 billion. Treasury Depart-
ment officialshavetold Congressthat they must pass
approva of anincreaseinthe$7.4trilliondebtlimitto
avoiddisruptingthegovernment’ sability toborrow.

When Congress returns from Recess, one of the
biggestissuesit facesiscontinued fundingfor thewar
in lraq as well as passing the nine remaining
appropriations bills. According to Congressional
Quarterly, the current operations in Irag and
Afghanistan cost approximately $5 billion dollarsa
month. Consequently, the President is expected to
send asubstantial supplemental spending bill tothe
Congressfor consideration.

The House has passed each of the 13
appropriationshillsexcept for theVA-HUD spending
measure (HR 5041). The Senate, meanwhile, has
passed only six of itshills. Only four spending bills-
thedefense (PL 108-287), District of Columbia(HR
4850), Homeland Security (HR 4567 - H Rept 108-
774) and military construction (HR 4837 - H Rept
108-773) measures- have been enacted sofar.

Blum: Guard transformation would survive cutbacks

TheNational Guardisadopting historic new roles
innational defense and plans on making the changes
permanent, accordingtotheGuard’schief.

Lt. Gen. H Steven Blum said the organization
aready was established as an essential and
indispensablepart of thenational security apparatus,
adding that he is not concerned that the window of
opportunity to radically changethe National Guard
wouldcloseif defense spending shrinks.

“If funding were to dry up, | wouldn't be
concerned because the Guard's approach makes
more sense. We have the capacity to defend the
country at afraction of thecost, whenneeded,” Blum
saidinaninterview with National Defense. “Weare
the best defense bargain ... In atime of reduced
resources, webecomemoreof asolution.”

Blum added that hewas not worried about talk of
expanding the number of active service troops, a
move that could potentialy take some of the
emphasisoff theNational Guard and Reserves.

“Thetotal force concept makesthetwo parallel,”
Blum said. “[Active and Guard capabilities] are
mutually supporting; each makestheother stronger. |
think we can do both without risking the success of
the active forces for the National Guard, or the
Guard'ssuccessfor theactive.”

Oneway Blumissolidifyingthe Guard’' sexpanded
roleisforming specially trained units, likecivil support
teams, weapons of massdestruction responseteams
andanti-ballisticmissilecrews.

TheNational Guarda sohasplayedleadingrolesin
running national security events, interagency efforts
that include party conventions, presidential funerals
and meetingsof world leaders. At the G8 summit, a
National Guard commander had alead role in the
entire operation, which included Navy warships,
SEAL teams and local police. It was, he said in a
speech to the National Guard Association of the

United States, aproud milestone.

The growing demands on and of the Guard and
reserve have also manifested themselves in
increasing funds for equipment. The Defense
AppropriationsActincluded $63 millionfor UH-60L
Black Hawk helicopters, $42.5 million for heavy
trucks, $11.4 million for the Guard and reserve's
firefighting equipment. The Air National Guard
scored $21 million for F-16 engine upgrades, $5.6
millionfor on-board oxygen generating systemsand
$8.4 million for airborne friend-or-foe identifying
equipment.

Blum believesthe Guard will achieve parity with
theactiveforce, “ becausethey need us.” Capitol Hill
appearsto belistening. Theamount of money added
for National Guard equipment upgrades exceeds
$557million.

Despite concern for recruitment, retention and

preparednessfor combat deployment, Blum said the
advancesof the past year are historic and permanent.
“Other peopl e havetalked about transformation; we
havedoneit,” hesaid.

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Tricare benefits improved significantly for Reservists

TheNational DefenseA uthorizationAct for fiscal
2005, signed by the President yesterday, improves
significantly theoverall health benefitsavailableto
guardsmen, reservistsand their familiesand makes
permanent several of theTricarebenefitsauthorized
“temporarily” under defense legislation last year
whileextending secretaria authorizationfor others.

“Qur reservists and guardsmen who are called to
duty and their families deservethese great new ben-
efitsfor their servicetotheir country,” said Dr. Will-
iamWinkenwerder Jr., assistant secretary of defense
for health affairs. “Wewelcomethese new Tricare
provisionsasameanstoimproveactiveandreserve
component force readiness and to enhance family
member accessto care.”

For reserve component memberswith del ayed ef -
fectivedate ordersto serve on active duty in support
of acontingency operationfor morethan 30days, the
new legidation permanently authorizesTricareeligi-
bility for upto 90 daysprior to member’sactivation
datefor eligiblemembersandtheir families. It also
makes permanent a 180-day transitional Tricare
health benefit after deactivationfor Transitional As-
sistance Management Program (TAMP) eligible
membersandtheir families. Membersmust al so now
receiveacomprehensivephysical examination prior
toseparatingfromactiveduty service.

The legislation also authorizes waiver of the

Tricare standard and extra deductibles of reserve
component family membersfor membersorderedto
active duty for more than 30 days and authorizes
Tricare to pay nonparticipating providers up to 115
percent of the Tricare maximum allowable charge,
which enhances continuity of care for these family
memberswiththeir civilianproviders. Inordertoen-
sure seamless implementation of these provisions,
Tricare has extended the Tricare Reserve Family
Demonstration Project through Oct. 31, 2005. The
demonstration, which began on Sept. 14, 2001, was
duetoendNov. 1, 2004.

Members of the reserve component called after
Sept. 11, 2001, to servefor morethan 30 daysin sup-
port of acontingency operation, who served or will
continuously serve for 90 or more days, are now
given the opportunity to purchase Tricare standard
healthcare coveragefor themselvesandtheir family
membersafter they demobilize. Themember must
sign an agreement to continue serving for aperiod of
oneyear or morein the selected reserve after their
active duty ends. For every 90 days of consecutive
activeduty service, the member and family member
may purchase oneyear of Tricarestandard coverage
for the same period they commit to servein the se-
lected reserves. Memberswill be ableto purchase
thenew Tricare standard coverage on aself-only or
self andfamily basis. The Tricarestandard coverage

‘Weekend Warriors’ no more

Theterm“weekendwarriors’ nolonger appliesto
today’sNational Guardsmen and reservists, theDe-
fense Department’stop reserveaffairsofficial said.

In many cases, Assistant Secretary of Defensefor
Reserve Affairs Thomas Hall said in an interview
Nov. 4, today’ sreservistsand guardsmen are nearly
full-timeparticipantsinthewar onterror.

Deployment rates for current operations are
changing theway the reserve components go about
advertisingandrecruiting. It’ sall about managing ex-
pectations, Hall said.

“You really don’t want to set an expectation and
thennot meetit,” hesaid. “Youwant totell peopleup
frontthat thisiswhatit’sall about.”

Recruiterstoday needto createadifferent expec-
tation among prospective guardsmen and reservists,
their families and employers. “ That expectation is
you' renot going tobeaweekendwarrior,” Hall said.
“We' regoingto havetouseyouinamorerobust way
inthefuture.”

Heexplainedthat officialsarenow working to de-
terminewhat exactly “morerobust” means. “ Will we
need you onceinevery fiveyears? Oncein every six
years? Will we need you for ayear at atime? How
will that affect your lifestyle? How will that affect
your decisionto comeinto the Guard and Reserve?’
Hall asked. “Doesyour particular type of job allow
youthat flexibility?Andwhat will beyour employer’s
reactiontothat?’

Recruitersareal so selling serviceinthe National
Guard and Reservetofamiliesmuch morethaninthe
past. “One of the things (recruiters) will tell youis
they’ rerecruiting themothersand fathersand grand-
fathersandfamily. You usedtorecruittheindividual.
But now, you needto convincethemother or father or
thegrandfather or the grandmother that their son or
grandson or granddaughter ought to serve. So you

need to talk to thewholefamily,” Hall said. “ Sothe
advertising of the Guard and Reserveand theway in
which we produce these different advertisements
andtalk topeopleisdifferentthanitusedtobe.”

Another key to keeping recruiting and retention
numbersupisto keep benefitsat an attractivelevel.
The 2005 National Defense Authorization Act,
signed by President Bush Oct. 28, containsaslew of
new and increased medical and education benefits
for reserve component servicemembers, aswell as
increasesin certain bonusesand allowances.

“The (Defense) Department is committed ... to
continuing towork on benefitsand making it very at-
tractiveto serve. Sol think peoplewill continue. We
needtowatchit, and we' |l continueto watch our re-
cruitingandretentiontomakesureit'sOK.”

Sofar it hasbeen OK for manning the Guard and
Reserve. With one exception, the reserve compo-
nentsmet their recruiting and retention goal sfor fis-
cal 2004. TheArmy National Guardfinishedtheyear
2 percent below its end-strength target of 350,000
soldiers. TheArmy Guard cameinwith 342,000 sol -
diersat theend of fiscal 2004.

And, Hall said, hepreferstolook at that figureas
98 percent successful rather than 2 percent failure.

Benefitsand recruiting effortsaside, Hall said he
believeswhat keepsthe U.S. military’ sreserve com-
ponents stocked with willing and able troopsisthe
dedication, resol veand patriotismof Americans.

“Thiscountry isat war. Every citizenisat war. We
hadinternational terroristscomeand murder our citi-
zens and families and children in this country,” he
said. “We'reall committed, so| think thisnation has
awaysresponded collectively tothecall tocolors.”

He said record turnout at Nov. 2's national elec-
tionsisagreat examplethat Americanswant to bein-
volvedintheir country. “Basically, downdeep, | find
peoplearepatriotic,” Hall said. “ | think we' [l continue
toget the peoplethat weneed.”

under thisprogramwill beginoncethemember’seli-
gibility for 180 daysof transitional Tricare coverage
under the TAMP program ends. Members who
served on activeduty in support of acontingency op-
erationfor 90 daysor moreon or after Sept. 11, 2001,
and were released from active duty before Oct. 28,
2004, or within 180 daysof that date, may enter into
an agreement to serve continuously in the selected
reservefor aperiod of one or more yearsand begin
participation in this program at that time. These
members must enter into thisagreement to servein
thesel ected reservewithinoneyear of Oct. 28, 2004.

Congress requires implementation of the new
Tricare standard enrollment program by April 26,
2005. Winkenwerder stated, “We have already be-
gunworking ontheseprovisionsandwill implement
themontime.”

eliminates the Survivor Benefit Plan (SBP)
“Widow’s Tax.” This was one of NGAUS
legidlativeprioritiesand weare pleased the Congress
saw fittocorrect thisinequity.

Under SBP, aretiree pays a premium so that the
surviving spouse can collect 55% of the retiree's
pension after theretireedies. The55% amount was
reduced to 35% when the surviving spouseturned 62
and collected Social Security.

Under the new law, the Social Security offset is
phased out starting in 2005. Hereisthe phase-out
schedule:

* From September 2005 through March 2006 the
spousewill receive40 percent

* From April 2006 through March 2007 the spouse
will receive45 percent

* From April 2007 through March 2008 the spouse
will receive50 percent

* From April 2008 on the spouse will receive 55
percent of theretiree' spension

Many retiresopted not to buy intothe SBPbecause
of the Social Security offset. Therefore, Congress
has authorized an “open season” for retirees who
may now want to buy into SBP. Theopen enrollment
period begins October 1, 2005 and |l astsfor oneyear
only. Premiums will be based on a formula that
includes the total amount of premiums that would
havebeen paid had theretireeinitially enrolled, plus
interest, plus any other reasonable additional fees
deemed necessary by the Secretary of Defense.

Since this is a major change to the SBP, each
individual islikely to have questionsabout hisor her
specific circumstance. According tothe SBPexpert
atHQArmy, DoD hasnhot yet i ssued any guidanceon
implementation of the changes and officials
anticipateitwill be Spring beforedetail sare sent out.
Members are encouraged to periodically check the
Army’s webpage at www.armygl.army.mil and
click onretirement services. BecausethisisaDoD
program, information will be consistent acrossthe
services.

JAMES TANDY ELLIS

Soldier, Poet, Humorist, Columnist and Raconteur
Twenty-Sixth Adjutant General of Kentucky 1914-1919

Poet, humorist, columnist, raconteur and sol dier,
JamesTandy Elliswasborn June 9, 1868inthecity
of Ghent, Carroll County, Kentucky. Jameswasthe
second son of Dr. Peter Clarkson and Drusilla
(Tandy) Ellis. Inhisearly yearsheattended school
at the old Ghent College. He attended the
Agricultural and Mechanical College, now the
University of Kentucky, in Lexington, where he
receivedhisinitial military training. Elliscontinued
his education at the Cincinnati Conservatory of
MusicinOhio.

OnJune 30, 1898 hemarried Harriet Bainbridge
Richardson of Lexington. To thisunion two children were born; James Tandy
EllisJr., whodiedininfancy, and Drusilla,whodied at agefive.

‘Remember the River Raisin!’
By KenRiley, National Guard Bureau Historical Artwork
M oraviantown, Upper Canada— October 5, 1813

Following Commodore Perry’s success at Lake Erie, a U.S. force
commanded by Gen. William Henry Harrison engaged British troops 75
miles east of Detroit. His command included a regiment of Kentucky
Mounted Riflemenled by Col. Richard M. Johnson, madeup of picked militia
volunteersarmed withlong K entucky riflesand tomahawks. TheKentucky
troopsscattered theenemy army — Britishregulars, and Indiansunder the
famed Tecumseh. The Battle of the Thames was revenge for an earlier
massacre of Kentucky militiaon the River Raisin. Coupled with Perry’s
triumph, it ended aseriesof defeatsand helped restoreU.S. dominanceinthe
northwest region.

WhilelivinginOwensboro, K entucky, and serving asvice-president of thel ocal
water company, Ellis joined the local Guard unit, Company C, 3rd Infantry
Regiment of the Kentucky State Guard. On November 27, 1900, hewaselected
itsCaptain. OnJuly 7, 1902, Elliswaselected M gjor of the 3rd Battalion, 3rd
Infantry, Kentucky State Guard.

Ellisresigned from the Kentucky State Guard on June 30, 1904, taking up
newspaper work in Washington D.C., going there as secretary to Kentucky
CongressmanA.O. Stanley. Itisnot clear when hereturned to Kentucky and the
Guard; however, on January 9, 1912, he was appointed Assistant Adjutant
General, withtherank of Colonel, by Governor JamesB. McCreary. Heheldthe
position until hisappointment asAdjutant General on September 2, 1914. Ellis
servedinthe position of Adjutant General duringthewar yearsof theFirst World
War, under Kentucky GovernorsMcCreary, A.O. Stanley and JamesA. Black.
He was noted for his use of future Adjutant General and Lieutenant Governor
Magj. Henry Herman Denhardt (1932-35) in stumping, with band and marching
soldiers, for recruitstofightinthe” Great War.”

Elliswasapopul ar lecturer, indemand acrossthecountry with hisinexhaustible
supply of humorousstories, ofteninterspersed by
hissingingfolk songs, accompanying himself onthe
banjo. Hewasaprolificwriter, authoring nearly a
dozen books of short sketchesand poetry. Hewas
a columnist for the Louisville Times, under the
heading “Tang of the South” and “ Savor of the
Soil.” Anavid reader, hishome contai ned one of
thelargest privatelibrariesinthestate, includinga
rare collection of Kentuckiana. Ellis was a
collector of antique dulcimers, harps and
accordions.

Ellisdiedfollowingalongillnessat theageof 74,
on December 9, 1942 at hishomein Ghent. Heis
buriedintheGhent Cemetery.
